Sworn i in Monday Hight. 


Sharp on eight ‘o "clock Mayor 
8..E. McKee took the chair in the 
Council -chamber, with Cuun-: 
cillors H. H. Gaetz,F.H.Tallman,’ 
H. B. Hill, and new Councillors 
R. B. Welliver, 'S. N. Carscallen, 
and F. W. Galbraith in attend- 
ance. 

_A.T. Stephenson, town clerk, 


{stated that the municipal act re- 


quired that the solicitors examine 
into qualifications of the Mayor 
and: Councillors. This he had 
done.. He then read the declar- 
ation of Councillors H. H. Gaetz, 
R. B. Welliver, S. N. Carscallen 
and Mayor 8. E. McKee. F. W. 
Galbraith had consulted’ the 


_|solicitors and decided that he 
-'could .not take his seat under 


section 9a of.the municipal ordi- 
nance, which provides that a 
Councillor must be the owner of 
property. free from all encum- 
brence to the.extent of $500 or 
leasehold to the extent of $1500. 
The solicitors therefore decided 
that he was not qualified to take 
his seat. 
‘Councillor Galbraith asked 
leave to make an explanation. 
de said he had gone: to the 
solicitors and explained that he 
had transferred his real estate to 
a joint stock company, and 
therefore had no‘qualification,an 


lhe thought he had transferred 


his property. But on enquiry he 


‘|found that J. C. Moore had not 


transferred the property, that the 
instrument was not complete, and 
he therefore was able to take the 
oath of office and was legally and 
morally entitled to sit on the 
Council board. 

The Mayor remarked . that we 
had nothing as a Council to say 
and must accept Mr. Galbraith’s 
statement and allow him to. take. 
his seat. If any ratepayer desired 
to complain he would have aper- 


.|fect.right:to: do. so, 


Councillor H. H. Gaetz said we 


‘|had no right’ to question Mr. 


Galbraith’s declaration, and had 
no-desire to do so. We must 
accept the statement. If no objec- 
tion is taken within one month 
from now Mr. Galbraith will be 
entitled to hold his seat and no 
further objection can be made to 
his seat after that date.

The amount of money spent on 
public works has been reduced ; 
the grant to agricultural societies 
is smaller, and last. week the 
Commissioner of Education, Mr. 
Calder, announced that the school 
grants had been reduced one- 
third. Such is the result of the 
‘* splendid financial terms’’ given 
by the autonomy bill, and en- 
dorsed by the Scott government. 
If the terms were good, why 
should the grants to such neves- 
sary work be reduced ? 

Mr. Haultain in dealing with 
this question said: ‘‘ Last year 
there was a gradual unloading of 
the public works expenditure ; 
now the cost of education is to be 
unloaded from the central fund to 
the taxpayers. Knowing this to 
be inevitable, the hon. gentleman 
should have called attention to it 
when he introduced the Supple- 
mentary Revenue Bill in 1907, 
when it was promised that not 
only should there be no reduc- 
tion, but that $2.40 would be 
received in school grants. Re- 
specting the necessity of the 
changes he (Haultain) would not 
admit of it for some years to 
come. Not only was assurance 
given that there would be suffi- 
cient to meet all expenditure, but 
enough to prevent going into 
debt. The government had been 


Denver, Col., Dec. 29.—The 
largest known body of pitch 
blend ore in the world has been 
discovered in the German mine 
at Central City, Colo. Assays 
brought to Denver today by 
Herman Fleck, professor of 
chemistry of the Calorado school 
of mines, shows that the ore runs 
almost treble the highest percent- 
age of all Uranium ores ever be- 
forediscovered. 

The strike means that the de- 
mands of the scientific and medi- 
cal world-for the precious radium 
which sells at $2,500,000 an 
ounce, will be satisfied at an 
early date. The news of the 
valuable discovery has been 
telegraphed to Hugh C. Brown, 
of Philadelphia, general manager 
and director of the German Gold 
and Uranium Mining Company. 
The assays show that the ore 
runs 9.16 per cent uranium oxide, 
which is very high. 

Professor Fleck says that there 
is enough ore to supply the whole 
world with whatever amount of 
radium it needs. The assays ran 
85 per cent. pure, the best pre- 
vious to this having run 30 per 
cent. The news ofthe strike has 
created a furore of excitement in 
Gilpin county.

School Grants Reduced in 
Saskatchewan. 


(The West, Regina) 


The amount of money spent on 
public works has been reduced ; 
the grant to agricultural societies 
is smaller, and last.week the 
Commissioner of Education, Mr. 
Calder, announced thatthe school 
grants had been reduced one- 
third. Such is the result of the 
‘* splendid financial terms” given 
by the autonomy bill, and en- 
dorsed by the Scott government. 
If the terms were good, why 
should the grants to such neves- 
sary work be reduced ? 

Mr. Haultain in dealing with 
this question said: ‘‘ Last year 
there was a gradual unloading of 
the public works expenditure ; 
now the cost of education is to be 
unloaded from the central fund to 
the taxpayers. Knowing this to 
be inevitable, the hon. gentleman 
should have called attention to it 
when he introduced the Supple- 
mentary Revenue Bill in 1907, 
when it was promised that not 
only should there be no reduc- 
tion, but that $2.40 would be 
received in school grants. Re- 
specting the necessity of the 
changes he (Haultain) would not 
admit of it for some years to 
come. Not only was assurance 
given that there would be suffi- 
cient to meet all expenditure, but 
enough to prevent going into 
debt. The government had been

Immense Find of Radium. 


Largest Body of Pitch Blend Ore 
in World in Colorado. 


Denver, Col., Dec. 29.—The 
largest known body of pitch 
blend ore in the world has been 
discovered in the German mine 
at Central City, Colo. Assays 
brought to Denver today by 
Herman Fleck, professor of 
chemistry of the Calorado school 
of mines, shows that the ore runs 
almost treble the highest percent- 
age of all Uranium ores ever be- 
fore discovered. 

The strike means that the de- 
mands of the scientific and medi- 
cal world-for the precious radium 
which sells at $2,500,000 an 
ounce, will be satisfied at an 
early date. The news of the 
valuable discovery has been 
telegraphed to Hugh C. Brown, 
of Philadelphia, general manager 
and director of the German Gold 
and Uranium Mining Company. 
The assays show that the ore 
runs 9.16 per cent uranium oxide, 
which is very high. 

Professor Fleck says that there 
is enough ore to supply the whole 
world with whatever amount of 
radium it needs. The assays ran 
85 per cent. pure, the best pre- 
vious to this having run 30 per 
cent. The news of the strike has 
created a furore of excitement in 
Gilpin county.

Montreal, Dec. 23.—The Glove 
hat works were damaged to the 
extent of $30,000 by fire to-night, 
and the Canadian Iron and 
Foundry.Company, $20,000. The 
latter loss is fully covered, but 
the hat works had only $12,000 
insurance. Four firemen were 
injured during the progress of the 
fire, but in no case were the in- 
juries serious.

Text, ‘Work Out Your Own Salvation 
With Fear-and Trembling,’ For: It 
Is God Which ‘Worketh In You 
Both to Will and to Do of His Good 
Pleasure” © (Philippians- i, -§3)— 

_ ‘Joint-Helrs’ With Christ. 
‘Bunday,-Dee.- 12.—Pastor ‘Russell 
of Brooklyn Tzbernacle preached to-

. ed house: ~- :

Mark well that we purposely avoid 
‘the error which so long had becloud- 
led our spiritual vision. Note that we 
do , not are ape a- failure to be 

e ele 


!amongst “‘t ct” would signify to 
lbe with damned millions in eternal 
‘torture. No-such ‘unreasonable _pro- 
position is represented in God’s Word. 
Lhe question of this Gospel Age is to 
gain or not to gain eternal life and 
glory: and honor as members of the 
Body ‘of Christ.. In a word, not pleas- 
ure or misery, but life or death, is 
the alternative. : 

Who are addressed by the Apostle 
in the words of our text? He .is not 
addressing the wilfully or ignorantly 
wicked—the world.-.He is addressing 
those who-had- been. such, but- who 
repented, reformed, turned to God and 
saw a great light.. They have seen 
themselves to be sinnera under just 
condemnation of the Creator, and 
have seen also that Jesus, the Sent of 
God,. has provided reconciliation with 
the Father through. his blood: —. his 
sacrifice. More than this they have by 
faith“ accepted this proffered grace of 
God, and ‘through a full consecration 
of their all, made acceptable through 
their’ Advocate, they have been re- 
ceived of the Father as his spirit-be- 
gotten children. They have been ad- 
vised that as children they are “heirs 
of God, joint-heirs with :Jesus Christ” 
their‘ Lord, their’ Head,. their Redeem- 
er, in the glorious Millennial King- 
dom: which the :Father has .foretold 
‘shall be his for the blessing of all the 
families of the earth. But all these 
blessings’ they have received through 
faith. and not actually. They must 


-iwait for the’actualities until they: and 
“all of ‘their brethren ofthe same class, 
‘called of God in the one hope of 


“ matter in this order.

‘their calling,’ shall. have been tried, 
tested,: perfected, in character, in 
heart, “Copies of God’s dear Son.’’. : 


Our text declares that we shoal 


work out our own salvation, because 
it. is God :that worketh in us. This 
puts God’s work. first-and-ours subse- 
quently. Let us. therefore considar the 
How, in what 
‘sense, does (tod work: in his people— 
not in the world; not in the repentant 
sinner; not in the merely justified; 
but ;in. those who have passed those 
stages of approach to Ged and, by the 
begetting of his holy Spirit, have en- 
tered his family as children, as sons? 
“Behold what .nanner of love the 
Father hath bestuwed upon us, that 
we should be ‘called the sons of God”’ 
(Is- John iii, 1). “And if children, 
then heirs; heirs of God, and ‘joint- 
heirs with Jesus Christ our Lord’’ 
(Romans viii, 17). How does God 
work in such as have thus become 
his children—his sons? 

We reply that he works in them 
through his spirit—the spirit of the 
Truth; the spirit of holiness; the spir- 
it of consecration; the spirit of son- 


ship. That is to say, a certain holy 


power or influence operates in and 
about the spirit-begoften children of 
God in’ harmony with this relation- 
ship.,--It has to do with all of their 
experiences in life — home, family, 
business, joys, sufferings, pleasures, 
sorrows. : 

But God’s special way of dealing 
with his spirit-begotten children is 


through their intellects—communicat-. 


ing with them through the holy Scrip- 
tures. As the Apostle says, “God who 
spake in time past unto the fathers 
by the prophets hath in these: last 
days spoken unto us by his Son”’ (He- 
brews i, 1). The twelve apostles whom 
the Father specially gave to him, he

times leaves the Throne ot Grace con- 
fident that God will do for him what 
God hus never promised to do for any- 
body, but has told us each must do 
for himself. Many pray, ‘Abandon 


from the Evil One” and then walk 
straight into temptation, wholly neg- 
lecting the directions of God’s Word. 
Indeed, many so neglect the study of 
that Word that they are not aware 
what are its teachings, its counsels— 
respecting Satan and the temptations 
from the world, the flesh and the 
devil, ‘to which all must be more or 
less exposed for their testing and 
character development. 

Some pray to God to save them by 
his Divitfe power and expect him to 
work miraculously in them, while 
they are giving the best of their time 
and talent and influence to business 
or to pleasure or to self-gratification 
Such need to learn the meaning of our 
text, ‘‘WorR out your own salvation 
with fear and trembling.” They need 
to learn the meuning of the Apostle’s 
words, ‘‘Keep -yourselves.in the love 
of God.” God absolutely refuses to 
deal with us as muchines. More 
than this. he refuses to cvrrce, to 
push, to pull, to drive, those whom 
he is now calling to sonship and

OLD STUDENTS’ PRANKS. 
In. the 


They Were More Ingenious 
Earlier Days. . 


The recent fuss at the’ University 
tecalls some of the truly formidable 
student doings of past. years. What 
must Dr. Beattie Nesbitt and others 
of the class of 1887 think of a celebra- 
tion in which a trolley rope was pull- 

, 8 lawn mower injured, and‘a few 
garments destroyed! What must they 
think of expulsion and ‘other dire 
penalties for these comparatively 
harmless hoodlum proceedings? 

Those who spent their childhood in 
Toronto in the cighties well remem- 
ber the two cannons given to the city 
after the Crimean war by the British 
Government. They stood in Queen’s 
Park just wHere the monument to Sir 
John Macdonald is now located and 
pointed down Queen’s avenue. They 
are now placed on either side of the 
entrance to the Parliament buildings, 
but escape general attention. One 
night, over twenty yeurs ngo, the resi- 
dents ofthe eentrel, purt of the city— 
and it was mostly central then—were 
awakened by a deafening roar. Every- 
where, people in night caps thrust 
their heads from windows. thinking 
thut the end of the world had come. 
Then it was remembered that it was 
the night of the thirty-first of Octo- 
ber. Next morning it transpired that 
the. students had unspiked those two 
relics of Sebastopol, had loaded them 
with gunpowder and old boots, and 
had touched them off; It was lucky 
that there was no one on Queen’s 
avenue at the time, and that the-guns 
were not of long-range character. 
There were no casualties; not a stu- 
dent had even a finger burned. The 
identity of the ringlenders, one of 
whom was Beuttie Nesbitt, was kept 
a close secret, but nowadays sober 
professional men who are losing their 
hair, boast of having taken part in 
that enterprise, and become ten years 
younger in telling ubout it. 

Old University graduates also relate 
how a gentleman, now a prominent 
clergyman in the United States, went 
down on his knees to a committee of 
students appointed to deal with his 
case, to save his moustache. The 
orders were thnut one. half of it was to 
be sacrificed, und that he was to ap- 
pear for a week with only the left 
side of his mouth so adorned. It was 
a very beautiful golden moustache of 
a kind rare up at the University, and 
finally the committee had mercy on 
him and accepted some other act of 
sacrifice instead. And then there was 
the occasion when the students by 
some meuns or other took the care- 
taker’s cow up to the tower of Uni- 
versity college, a task as seemingly 
impossible as the building of the 
ryran:ids, und left the poor beast 
there bellowing her troubles to the 
night air. 

It was only when the students com- 
menced to destroy property other than 
that. connected with the University 
that the town and gown troubles in 
this city commenced. But in those 
good old days there was not much 
doing and everybody relished a bit of 
tiot, whatever the occasion. The 
ranks of the students, moreover, 
ave lost their flavor of originality, 
and are apt to be sordid, unimagina- 
tive, and destructive when carried 
beyond their own campus.

SIX PERISHED OF EXPOSURE 
IN THE DRIFTS. 


New York, Dec. 28.-- Eighteen 
persons in and near Néw York 
perished in the Christmas blizzard 
or died from exposure after being 
caught in snowdrifts which they 
were unable to penetrate Others 
were drowned and a number 
were killed by trains. 

To-day New York and its vici- 
nity is rapidly digging itself out 
from under cover of the ten-inch 
snowfall. By noon traffic cou- 
ditions approached something 
like the normal as the result of 
the labors of nearly 10,000 men 
in the employ of the city and the 
traction lines, while steam rail- 
road conditions were rapidly im- 
proving.

Colonel Montgomery was shot in 8 
duel about a dog, Colonel Ramsey in 
one about a servant, Mr. Featherstone 
4n one about a recruit, Sterne’s father 
in one about a goose, and another gen- 
tleman {n one about.a bottle of an- 
chovies, One officer was challenged 
for merely asking his opponent to 
pass him a goblet. Another was com- 
pelled to fight about a pinch of snuff, 
General Barry was challenged by & 
Captain Smith for declining wine at a 
dinner on a steamboat, although the 
general pleaded as an excuse that 
wine invariably made him sick, and 
Lieutenant Cowther lost his life in a 
duel because he was refused admit- 
tance to a club of pigeon shooters. 

In 1777 a duel occurred in New York 
between Lieutenant Featherstonehaugh 
of the Seventy-fifth and Captain Mc- 
Pherson of the Forty-second British 
regiment in regard to the manner of 
eating an ear of corn, one contending 
that the eating was from the ceb and 
the other contending that the grain 
‘should be cut off from the cob before 
eating.

Province will Fight Taxation 
Exemption of C.P.R. Lands. 

Edmonton,.Dec.31.—The prov- 
ince has,entered on. its battle to 
secure the taxation of all C.P.R. 
lands in: Alberta. Before. the 
privy council in England early 
n-xt summer, the case on which 
Mr. Justice Scott gave trial 
judgement in the Supreme court 
yesterday morning, will be argued 
and on tle outcome depends the 
payment or non-payment on mil- 
lions of dollars into the treasury. 
of the provinde by the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Company. 

There are two cases. They both 
centre around the claim of the 
province that C. P. R. lands, 
granted by the parliament of 
C.unada in 1881, are now taxable, 
the province’s contention °being 
tiat the 20-year exemption from 
taxation, given when the lands 
were granted, extenced from the 
date of of survey of the lands,and 
not from the date of the seouring 
of patent to the lands by th 
railway company. > 

Deputy Attorney General 
Wocds has been engaged in the 
preparation of the case for the 
last two years, andif the province 
wing it will mean a reveue suffic- 
ient to pay every cent and more 
of every railway bond guarantee 
undertaken by the province, ex- 
ceeding, if 5oth cases are decided 
i favor of the provinces, $26,000, 
v00. Both Attorney General 
Cross and Deputy Attorney Gen- 
eral Woode will go to England to 
argue the case before the privy 
council. The C.P.R. will be rep- 
resented by A. R. Creelman,K.C. 
Mecntreal, and Stewart Tupper, 

. D., Winnipeg. 

The contention of the Crown 
is that the twenty years starte to 
run, not from the date of the pat- 
ent, but front the time when the 
survey was approved and sections 
identified as being odd numbered. 
This was done as to the lands in 
question on June 18, 1881, and 
the twenty years has elapsed in 
all cases in Alberta. 

It ia the contention of the C.P.R 
that “grant” means ‘patent’ 
and that twenty years after the 
issue of patent taxes first become 
due. This coatzntion was upheid 
by the Supreme court of Canada 
in the care of North. Cypress vs. 
C.P.R. and the decision of the 
Supreme court is binding on all 
the lower courts of Canada. 

Mr. Justice Scott gave trial 
judgement yesterday, dismissing 
the appeal without costs and from 
that judgement an appeal will be 
taken at the sittings of the court 
en bane at its: session; here on 
January 18 next. 

The court en banc, bound by 
the judgement of the Supreme 
court oi Canada, must dismiss 
the appeal. From that judge- 
ment of the Supreme court en 
bane there will be taken an ap- 
peal to the privy council direct, 
which will come on early next 
summer.

Denmark is a country of small land 
holdings.

Their interests are those of a small 
nation given up largely to one occupa- 
tion and one aim, so that the difficul- 
ties of one are experienced by the 
many, and that which is beneficial to 
one is a benefit to the country as a 
whole. 

It is important for the Canadian 


dairyman to consider briefly the re- 
cent history of the agricultural con- 
ditions of Denmark and what has 
brought about the marvelous dairy de- 
velopment. After the Napoleonic wars 
the country was worn and wasted. 
When only partly recovered the Prus- 
sian war of 1864 again brought great 
agricultural and commercial depres- 
sion. At this time the chief agricul- 
tural pursuit was wheat raising,and it 
did not take the shrewd, iar-seeing 
mind of the Dane long to discover that 
a continuance of wheat raising on the 
already worn and impoverished soil 
was not in accordance with sound eco- 
nomic principles. Some radical changes

Reports ‘of the. apecial com- 


“| mittee appointed by. Mr. Borden 


at the request of ‘the Conserva- 
tive caucus, for the’ purpose of 
taking into consideration matters 
connected with the approaching 
convention of the party were 
presented as follows: 

“That a committee of 50, of 
whom not more than 20 shall be 
members of parliament, to be 
known as the committee on pre- 
limipary arrangements for -the 
Dominion conventior. of the Con- 
servative party, be appointed by 
our leader. | tes 

“That said committee be called 
together at Ottawa for their first 
Meeting on some day in the month 
of January,910, to decide on a 
way of getting the whole party 
throughout the Dominion to join 
heartily in the said convention, 
and to arrange a ‘system of ob- 
taining delegates for the conven- 
tion and all other matters con- 
nected with the same. 

“That while it is the opinion of 
this committee that the Dominion 
convention should be held in the 
city of Winnipeg two or three 
days previous to the Winnipeg 
exhibition, to be held early in 
July, the final decision as to the 
place of holding said convention 
should be left until the first meet- 
ing of the committee on_prelimi- 
Nary arrangements, and that, in 
the meantime, our leader be ask- 
ed to communicate with the pro- 
vincial Conservative Prime Min- 
isters and with the Conservative 
leaders of the opposition in the 
provinces which have a Liberal 
government, and also with the ! 
Provincial Conservative Associ- 
ation executives in these provin- 
ces where such exist, and to re- 
quest their opinfon as to the time 
and place for holding the con- 
vention, in order that their views 
may be laid before the committee 
of preliminary: arrangements at 
its meeting in January. 

‘*Your committee further recom- 
mends that each member of par- 
liament and defeated Cunserva- 
tive candidato be requested 
to consult the executive of 
the Association for his electoral 
division, with the object of ob- 
taining their views,and that whips 
of the respective provinces be re- 
quested to transmit immediately 
to each defeated Conservative 
candidate a copy of this recom- 
mendation when concurred in by 
the caucus, and to invite an ex- 
pression of their views anJ 
opinions of said riding executive 
thereon.’’ 

The report was unanimously 
concurred in and adopted. 


Shipping Range Cattle, 


No wild, prass-finished cattle 
should be shipped for export. In 
a country like: Western Canada, 
which, one year with another, is 
full of all kinds of material for 
winter-feeding, there is no excuse 
for the sending forward, for im- 
mediate export, animals which, 
owing to their lack of domestic- 
ation and the nature of their food 
cannot, under ordinary circum- 
stances, reach their, destination 
on the British market without a 
woeful depreciation in both quan- 
tity and quality of flesh. 

Our friends in the United States 
long ago realized the folly of 
shipping to Europe alive, steers 
direct from the range. Their 
range cattle are brought to the 
middle west dehorned, if this has 
not been done earlier, fed at least 
sixty days on a ration comprising 
a liberal allowance of grain, then 
sent to market, generally in Chi- 
cago, and carefully inspected and 
culled. Those deemed fit for ex- 
port are then taken to the seaboard 
by fast trains and in cars special- 
ly fitted for feeding and watering 
en route. They are loaded on 
thess cars under. careful super- 
vision, no overcrowding or rough 
handling being permitted. The 
men in charge are almost invar- 
iably regular, salaried employees 
of the shipping firms, and the 
same is true of the foremen on 
the ships and of those working 
under them, 

Asa result of these superior 
methods, United States cattle, 
even when originally from the 
western ranges, arrive in Britain 
in much better condition than 
Canadian range cattle, and of 
course command correspondingly 
higher prices. 

Domesticated Canadiana, prop- 
erly finished, land as a rule in 
excellent condition, and compete 
closely in price with the best 
States cattle of the same class.

CANCER AND LEPROSY. 


A Theory That Connects These Dis- 
eases \With Blackheads. 

A, French surgeon named Borrel has 

recently delivered a lecture at the 

Ecole de Medicin in Parts, in course 


of which he advances a novel theory. 


concerning cancer and Jeprosy. He de- 
clares it to be his belief that the ba- 
efillus of efther malady is concealed in 
the black pinheads or blackheads 
which often disfigure our faces and 
from which, particularly in the nose 
and chin, scarcely any one 1s entirely 
free. When extracted these ‘pinbeads 
or blackheads have tbe appearance of 


little worms. They consist of what is { 


known as sebaceous matter, this mat- 
ter being produced from certain glands 
with the object of supplying the: skin 
with its due quantity of oil. 

Dr. Borrel has been experimenting 
and has found, with the aid of a. very 
powerful microscope, that this seba- 
ceous matter nearly always contains a 
bacillus which is cancerous or crab- 
like in form. 

After the age of Gfty most persons, 
male as well as female, throw off much 
of this sebaceous matter in the ordi- 
gary process of aging. The face and 
chest in particular exude most seba- 


ceous matter. It is about this age, de-- 


clares Borrel, that cancerous develop- 
ments begin to make their appearance, 
and the coincidence is worth remark- 
ing. 

Hitherto heredity has been charged 
with belng the rea! promoter of can- 
cerous and leprous evils, it being as- 
serted that the insanitary conditions 
of former ages were responsible for 
bringing the bacillus {nto being. The 
Metchnikovian theories of micropagy 
and macrophagy have, however, 
throw pew lights upon the subject. 
Given the theory, moreover, of Haeck- 
el’'s—to wit, that the intelligence of al) 
living organisms, no matter how small, 
enables them to secure the best oppor- 
tunities for survival—it 1s conceivable 
that the crab bacillus of cancer may 
have found the sebaceous matter in 
the face the best region in which to 
promote his happiness and propagate 
his species, : 

Dr. Borrel advises those whose face 
and body ‘are disfigured by blackheads 
to beware. A solution of alcoho! with 
from 2 to 8 per cent of salicylic acid fs, 
be says, an excellent preventive. Lem- 
on juice is also good.—New York 
World. 


The Interior of the Earth. 

The University of Jena has just 
awarded the prize for the best essay 
on the condition of the interior of the 
earth, M, Thiene, who won the Uni- 
versity of Jena’s prize, did it with the 
following theory: 

The mean density of the earth is 
known to be more than five times that 
of water, As the outer layers of the 
erust have a very feeble density—wa- 
ter 1, rocks an average of 244—Iit fol- 
lows that the interlor must have a 
density of about 7.7, which is that 
of fron, Again, there is enough accu- 
cate information about the rigidity of 
the earth to make it fairly certain that 
this is slightly greater than steel. M. 
Thiene calculates that the crust of the 
earth fs about 930 miles thick, though 
most of the best authorities are in- 
elined to place it at about thirty miles. 
If bis figures be correct, there. must 
be inside the crust an excedingly dense 
and rigid core, which he calls bary- 
sphere.—New York World. _ 


Where Tipping Is Barred. 

Tourists generally will be interested 
in the new regulations in force on the 
German railways. They are drastic, 
which is not an unusual quality in 
German rules, and on the whole they 
eeem to be just and practical, Tipping 
of railway employees on trains is pro- 
bibited; passengers giving tips will be 
punished. The railways will be re- 
sponsible for passengers’ baggage for 
fourteen days and at all times respon- 
sible for luggage lost. Children over 
ten years will not be permitted to trav- 
el in compartments reserved for wo- 
men. If a train fs full a traveler, al- 
though he may have a ticket, may be 
compelled to wait for the next train. 
A friend taking leave of a traveler and 
remaining in the train until {t moves 
will bave to pay a fine of $1.50.—MlU- 
waukee Wisconsin.
